The firſt of theſe 
Eclipſes that are viſible to us is of the Moon, on the 11th of 
October, at 27 minutes paſt five in the evening, at which 
time eight degrees of Capricorn is on the midheaven, and 
twenty degrees of Aries aſcending on the eaſt, Now the 
eclipſed luminary is in 19 degrees of Ars Ne riſen, and will, 
as I told you before, continue totally dark for near an hour 
afterwards, And at the next lunation there is a ſmall viſible 
Eclipſe of the © celebrated in the third degree of Scorpio, 
which is on the 25th of October, at 1 minutes paſt eight in the 
morning, when twelve degrees of M is on the medium coli 
and 21 deg, of Scorpio aſcending. Now Mars is the chief 
ruler of theſe Eclipſes, they being both celebrated in his do- 
mal dignities ; and our great maſter Ptolomy faith, that when 
Mars rules alone, he cauſeth deſtruction, ariſing from drineſs, 
and amongit men inteſtine ſeditions, and feuds, quarrels, 
and diſcords among our ſuperiors and men of high rank and 
eſtimation in the world; he likewiſe ſtirreth up the anger of 
princes towards their ſubjects; and many other misfortunes 


relating to mankind, which I have not time to rehearſe, but 


maſt refer my further obſervations till another year, if it 


pleiſe God Ilive to ſee the time; which brings me to conſider 


the four quarters of the year, 


And firſt of the Bxumar or WinTER QUARTER, 


The WIV TER QUARTER begins the 21ſt of December, 21 
minutes paſt eleven at night, 1771, when 21 degrees of Ge- 
mini is on the mid heaven, and 23 degrees of Virgo is aſcend- 
ing, the Loon is in the medium cceli going from the ſextile 
of Saturn, to the oppoſition of the Sun; but the poſition of 
Mars, the Sun, and Venus, and Mercury located in the fourth

This Qu AR TER begins when the Sun touches the firſt ſcru- 
ple of Aries, and that will happen on Friday the 2oth of 
March, at ten minutes paſt one in the morning ; at which time 
17 degrees of Sagittary aſcends, and 19 degrees of Libra is 
on the medium cceli, at which time Saturn 1s in the 24th de- 
gree of N, Jupiter inthe 22d degree of Aquarius applying to 
Saturn by oppoſition, and Mars is jaſt entered Piſces depart- 
ing from an oppoſition of Saturn, and the Moon is going 
from the oppoſition of the Sun to the trine-of Jupiter. Now 
let us obſerve, here are two oppoſitions of the ſuperiors, one 
a little before the æquinox, and another after it, but both in 
this month of March, and from the fixed ſigns Leo and Aqua- 
rius ; and theſe aſpects ſeem to have fignifications of matters 
of great importance, which in all probability will be made 
manifeſt this year in ſome foreign countries and places in the 
northern and north eaſt parts of the world, who will be much 
concerned in the effects of theſe oppoſitions ; they ſeem to 
portend many various and unpleaſant tranſactions to appear 
there, in this ſpring quarter; and many nations and people 
in thoſe parts are very like to be in {ome uneaſy circumſtances 
during the continuance of the effects of the ſaid aſpects, by 
reaſon of the operations of war, peſtilential difeaſes, ſudden 
fires, or other caſualities or diſturbances that may appear 
amongſt them ; and ſeeing theſe oppoſitions are from Leo 
and Aquarius, their effects will operate the more effectually 
in thoſe places of the world that are under the ſaid ſigns. Haly, 
Guido, Bonatus, and other ancient aſtrologians ſay, that 
Aſpectus oppoſitionis ſignificat diſcordiam et contentiones, 
&c. Oppoſite aſpects of the planets are of a diſagreeing and

The Summer begins when this our earthly globe, inclining 
ſouthward 23 degrees 29 minutes towards the Sun, will volve 
and remove us her northern inhabitants to the greateſt portion 
of day, or when the Sun enters the firſt point of Cancer, on 
Saturday June the zoth, at 29 minutes paſt eleven at night, 
at which time 22 degrees of Sagittary are on the midheaven, 
and 9 degrees of Piſces aſcending, Saturn and Venus are in 
the 6th, Jupiter and the Moon are juſt riſen into the 12th; 
Mars in the 2d, and Mercury in the 3d, the Sun in the 4th. 
At this coming of the Sun into Cancer, the planets are mo- 
derately diſpoſed as to their mutual aſpects, as being chiefly 
concerned in ſextiles and trines, which are accounted to be 
of propitious and kind diſpoſitions, ſo that from hence we 
may conclude, that ſundry negotiations tending to peace, or 
a ceſſation of arms in thoſe nations concerned in the opera- 
tions of war, may be upon the anvil ; but I fear they will be 
of no effect, for the preceding and ſucceeding malevolent aſ- 
pects of the ſaperiors do ſeem to have various ſignifications as 
in relation to mundane affairs, and do denote military ac- | 
tions and proceedings, and debates and controverſies, and 
other inconveniencies in ſome foreign countries and places 
that are under Leo, and Aquary, as Bohemia, the Alpes, 
Turkey, Sicilia, Apulia, Tartary, Valachia, Muſcovia, 
Weſtphalia in Germany; neither muſt Italy and his holineſs 
at Rome eſcape ſcot- ftee, but muſt in one kind or other be 
made ſenfible of their unkind and diſagreeable aſpects, and 
much buſineſs at ſea and land may appear among the Turks, 
Tartars, Moſcovites, ' Poles, Swedes, Danes, &. In the 
month of Auguſt the, planets are very active; there is a ſecond 
_ oppoſition of the ſoperiors, with a conjunction of Mercury, 
0 that it is probable, that diverſe great and eminent actions 
will be manifeſted about the middle and latter part of this 
Summer Quarter, in ſundry parts of the world; and Where 
armies are, material actions may be expected, and great dil 
Pputes may happen between ſome nations abouß their a 
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d trading at ſea, and their maritime affairs, and much news 
Way be then abroad about the proceedings and undertaking 
Tf (ome foreign people, who may be labouring under many 
ifficulties and inconveniencies. And God grant that the 
lague, and other malignant diſtempers do not appear in this 
mmer in ſome European places. And fo I proceed to the 
\utymnal Quarter, or the ingreſs of the Sun into Libra. 
The Auruux AL or Harvesr QUARTER begins when 
e Sun enters the firſt ſcruple of the equinoctial ſign , or 
ore really when the earth entering FT hath volved herſelt 
It right angles with the Sun, which happens this year on 
Tueſday the 22d of September at one in the afternoon, when 
4 degrees of Sagittary aſcendeth, and 15 degrees of Libra 
uiminates. At this ingreſs all the planets are above the 
arth, but Jupiter, who is depreſſed and retrograde in the ſe- 
ond houſe, the Sun and Mercury are in the gth. Saturn, 
ſenus, and the Moon are in the 8th, and Mars is in the 7th. 
Mars is the only planet that is angular, therefore as he is the 
governor of the eclipſes that are viſible in this quarter, ſo I 
him the chief ruler of this ingreſs. I could from my own 
experience, and the opinion of my authors, tell you the ef- 
es of Mars in this ingreſs ; but as we are drawing near to 
the third and laſt Oppoſition of the two ſuperiors, which will 
Rappen in the month of February next, I muſt ſuſpend my 
adgment till another year, God willing. q 
And now I will give you a ſhort account of comets, and 
onclude my annual book, Now whether the number of co- 
mets be greater than formerly, or their periods ſhorter, I do 
not take upon me to determine, but certain Iam they appear 
more frequently than formerly, for within the ſpace of fitteen 
motiths from the writing of this, we have been viſited with 
four comers. Now I could trace the hiſtory of comets from 
before the univerſal deluge or Noah's flood, but ſhall go no 
further back than from that miraculous new ftar which ap- 
peared in the heavens about the 6th degree of Taurus, in the 
altcriſm or conſtellation of Caſſiopeia, to the great wonder and 
amazement of the people then living, on or about the 10th ef 
November in the year 1572. This new ſtar continued fixed 
and immioveable for the ſpace of ſixteen months : .It was the 
opinion of Tycho Brahe, and other learned men, that it 
would be a very long time before all its effects ſhould be ma- 
nileſted, and I am apt to believe they are not fully yet dl

denly from the beginning of an equal magnitude, contrary te 
the firſt appearance of all comets; it was clear and bright al 
the time of its appearance, ſparkling or twinkling as the pl, 
nets do; its place in reſpe& of the Primum Mobile, was ex 
acly in the beginning of Aries, ſome ſay about the middle 


the time of its continuance, which was above one whole year 
As to the degree of the Zodiac, it was in fix degrees 0 
Taurus and ſome minutes; in greatneſs it exceeded the fixed 
ſtars of the firſt magnitude, and ſeemed for the moſt part to 
be equal with Jupiter. Thus Appianus, in his letter to the 
Landgrave of Heſſe, concludes with this prediction or judg- 
ment. This new ftar portends war, the Leath of great per. 
ſons, wonderful alterations of kingdoms, government of cities 
or commonwealths ; and by how much the longer theſe like 
new ſtars are viſible, and more fixed, (as this new ſtar of which 
we write) ſo thereby they manifeſt the more continued effects, 
and are wont to operate after ſome ſeries of time, or many 
years after their appearance, But we will come to mention 
thoſe ſolid judgments of the incomparable Tycho, who fays 
that as this new ſtar did exhibit a moſt rare and unuſual mira- 
cle ſuddenly, even beyond the expectation of all men or man- 
kind, when it appeared in the heavens, ſo allo it is very pro- 
bable, it ſhould have rare and moſt unlooked for effects and 


all the habitable parts of the earth, being placed in the eighth 
ſphere above all the orbs of the planets, ſo it did not include 
any one part of the earth, but rather all its ſuperficies, or 


habited, or have been formerly; all kingdoms in due time 
ſhall be ſenſible of its decrees, and thoſe to continue for many 
years or long ſpace, which although they. are to be manifeit- 
2d flowly: and after many years or ſome ages, yet ſhall thoſe 
determinations be effective, of longer continu nce, and more 


conſtant. | 
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
